many as Philipp. 


They counted every vote that any can- 
didate but Philipp received as an ul- 
tra progressive vote and that 
they 


would rally to a progressive candi- 
date. 
Then they went farther and 


counted the votes of the 33,923 Ayl- 
ward democratic votes as certain for 
the ultra progressive candidate, "for 
none of them would vote for Karel or 
Philipp." 


It was nice figuring. They added 


them together and were surprised at 
the total. With this vote they could 
make a deal w'th the 
fair-minded 


democrat Husting and elect him and 
also aid Blaine materially. Great 
head work. As one o£ Blaine's follow- 
ers said: 
"Why Mr. Blaine is a per- 


sonal friend of mine. 
I would trust 


him with my pocketbook." This man 
is a federal office-holder, too. A re- 
publican holdover, who thus openly re- 
pudiates the primary doctrine that he 
has supported so long and arduously 
as long as it suited his purposes. 


But figures some times are false.

ways come out as designed. Blaine of 
Boscobel has not the record that 
would attract the thinking voter to 
support 
him. 
His 
republican es- 


cutcheon is crossed by the "bar sinis- 
ter" of his activities in seeking the 
election of a democratic president two 
years ago by recognizing the Wilson 
republican league. 
This is not the 


first time that he has repudiated the 
primary. 
It was his resolution that 


caused the investigation of present 
Senaotr Stephenson's last primary 
campaign and when he had shot his 
bolt he retired, was retired would be 
more proper, to private life by an en- 
thusiastic constituency. 


If there was any excuse for 
the 


present bolt from the primary ticket, 
If the bolt was headed by any man 
who was a candidate at 'the recent 
primary and felt he had not had fair 
treatment, there would be some ex- 
cuse for it in the minds of some, but 
the general concensus of opinion is 
that Blaine of Boscobel Is leading a 
forlorn hope. Is merely the goat put 
up for sacrifice in the vain hope of de- 
feating 
McGovern for 
the 
TJnlted 
States senate. 


Meanwhile Mr. Philipp continues 


his campaign of instruction and ex- 
planation to the voters of the state. 
One finds the leaders of the republi- 
can party, be they conservatives or 
progressives, behind him. Dahn, one 
of the candidates In opposition to his 
nomination, aided in one of his meet- 
Ings at which his nephew presided 
The same is true all over the state'. 
Men—thinking men—not men with 
collars around their necks and astult- 
ed sense of party fealty, are with Mr. 
Philipp, if for no other season than 
he is the regularly nominated republi- 
can candidate for governor. They are 
also with HtcGovern for the same rea-' 
pon Ja .b^jajrit. fOE.-ilie -eenatorsiip. 


The nomination of men who 
are 


pledged to seek an equitable reduction 
of state taxes, a lessening of the bur- 
den on the taxpayers, both large and 
small, was merely the 
preliminary 


step at reform of present conditions. 
The next tMng is to elect them. In 
Whittet and Winegar, Rock county 
has two republicans seeking election 
for the state legislature that can do 
their part of the work if elected, and 
every taxpayer in Rock county should 
see that they are elected. 


President Van Hise has 
not 
ex- 


plained his attitude as to the disor- 
ders that his student hotly 
partici- 


pated in recently. Perhaps he may 
later, but it is certain the university 
and its present method of looting the 
state treasury for the benefit of a few 
enterprising professors, is going to he 
one of tho subjects of investigation 
during the next session of the legisla- 
ture and it will not be a whitewash- 
ing report they receive either. 


The wisdom ot oiling the streets of 


Janesville and the excellent work done 
by the street commissioner, is evi- 
denced these days and the thorough- 
fares treated 
systematically are a 


credit to the city administration. Not 
only has the city done this work but it 
has also built sewers throughout the 
city at a cost that is surprising. The 
saving to the taxpayers gives room for 
further improvements without 
addi- 


tional taxation. 


We learn from the European battle- 


field correspondents that recently Eng- 
lish regiments that had been engaged 
for several days, perhaps a week in 
all, in a fierce battle with the Ger- 
mans, were given a few hours' respite 
and employed the same in playing a 
football match. Was it not Welling- 
ton who said the heroes of England 
were made on the athletic fields of 
Rugby and Eton? 
That was a cen- 
turg ago, too. 


Just what the Belgians have up 


their sleeve is most uncertain, but it 
is some sort of a cannon that is going 
to outsrtip tho famous German siege 
gun in efficiency if the duly censored 
dispatches can.be believed. Anyway, 
it has encouraged the residents 
of 


Antwerp and the soldiers defending 
the great seaport of Belgium, to make 
a decided stand against the onslaughts 
of the enemy. 


Japan is grabbing one Pacific sea- 


port after another, one little island 
after another, but promises to give 
them up to England when the war is 
over. Perhaps they will, perhaps they 
won't. Meanwhile the United States 
should hold onto the Philippines as £ 
refuge and protection against any in 
vasion of a hostile power on the west 
ern coast of this country.

RECRUITING CHART 


AT LONDON STATION 


OF GREAT INTEREST 


Psychology of Raising New Soldier* 


)• an Interesting Study.

(Correspondence of the 
Associated 
London, Oct. 9.—(At the headquar- 
ters of the London recruiting ofnceB 
the authorities have compiled a chart 
which throws an interesting light on 
the psychology of recruiting. It cov- 
ers a period between Aug. 11 and Sept. 
7, when 51,094 men enlisted in London. 
It shows how recruiting remained at 
a dally average of 1,200 whle the news 
from the front was not disquiting; how 
it rose when the news was not so sat- 
isfactory, and how It went up with 
a rush when heavy casualites were an- 
nounced. 
. 
On Monday, Aug. 24, the news was 
"German advance all auug the line." 
There were 1,481 recruits. On Tues- 
day there was a further advance and 
the recruits went up to 1,547. 
On 
Wednesday, when it was announced 
there were 2,000 casualties at Mons, 
the figure rose to 1,561. On Thursday, 
with report of the further retirement 
of the British troops, 2,000 recruits 
were added to the roll. 
On Saturday, the 29tK, when 
the 
news was "British fight against tre- 
mendous odds," the total was raised 
to 2,003 for the day, and even on Sun- 
day, usually a slack day, 1,250 men 
enlisted. But the following Monday, 
Aug. 31, when the headlines read "Cas- 
ualties 5,000," and photographs of the 
first British wounded were printed, re- 
cruits responded with a challenging 
rush and 4,001 men 
enlisted. 
On 
Tuesday there was only a slight drop 
tpto 3,479. On Wednesday the first 
list of casualties roused another chal- 
lenge and a fresh record of 4,135 was 
made. On the morning of Monday, 
Sept. 7, there appeared the news of 
15,000 British casualties, and the sink- 
ing of the Pathfinder. London replied 
by making still another record of near- 
ly 5,000 men. 


Now that the war office has had a 
chance to deal with the first 500,000 
recruits for the new army it is antici- 
nated that before long the standard 
will be put back to the old level. At 
the London recruiting headquarters 
the names and addresses are being 
taken of thousands of men Just under 
5 feet 6 inches, and they are being 
told to settle down for a few weeks 
and wait until they receive a telegram 
An official said it was not that the 
army did not want the 5 feet 3 Inch 
men, but recruiting haa to be damped 
down somehow to give the war office 
a chance to deal with the men, and it 
was decided that the' simplest way was 
to raise the standard. It will soon be 
down again. 
The daily average of recruits is still 
falling. It is about 5,000 for the whole 
country; but there is no anxiety at the 
London headquarters, tine officer as- 
serted that he could raise half a mil- 
lion men in London alone.

There IB de- 
linquency in eight families now, but 
the investigation showed that in a ma- 
jority of instances this was due to the 
return to the home of dependent chil- 
dren when the pensions were granted,

There is no phase of road problem 
more important than that of main- 
tenaco, says the agricultural depart- 
ment weekly news letter. The gen- 
eral impression that there are certain 
types of roads that are permanent is 
erroneous. No permanent road has 
ver been constructed 01- ever will be, 
.ccordlng to the road specialists of 
he 
department. The 
only 
things 
bout a rond that may be considered 
ermanent are the grading, culverts 
and bridges. 
Roads constructed by 
lie most skillful highway engineers 
vill soon be destroyed by the traffic, 
rost, rain, and wind, unless they are 
iroperly maintained. But the life of 
hese roads may be prolonged by sys- 
etnatic maintenance. 
A poor road 


vill not only be improved by proper 
nalntenace, but may become better in 
ime, than a good road without it. 
The first and last commandment in 
;arth road maintenance is to keep the 
urface well drained. To insure good 
rainage the ditches shouscl be kept 
'pen, all obstructions removed, and a 
mooth crown maintained. 
Except 
or very stony soil the road machine 
jr scraper may be uused very effect- 
vely (or this worn. 
The machine 
jhould be used onre or twire a year, 
and the work should bp done when the 
soil is damp, so that it will pack and 
>a.ko into a hard crust. Wide andshal- 
ow side ditches should be maintained 
with sufficient fall and capacity to 
dispose of surface water. 
These 
ditches can in most places be con- 
structed and repaired with a road ma- 
chine. 
All vegetable matter, such as sods 
and weeds, should be kept out of the 
road, as they make a spongy surface 
which retains moisture. 
Clods are 
also objectionable, for they soon turn 
;o dust or mud, and for that reason 
roads should never be worked when 
dry or hard. Bowlders or loose stones 
are equally objectionable if a smooth 
surface is to be secured. 
A split-log drag or some similar de- 
vice is very useful in maintaining the 


surface after suitable 
undies 
and 
cross section have been secured. The 
drag can also be used to advantage on 
a grove! road as well as on an earth 
road. The principle involved in drag- 
ging is that clays and most 
heavy 
soils will puddle when wet and set 
very hard when dry. The little at- 
tention that the earth road needs must 
be given uromptly am* at the proper 
time if the best results are to be ob- 
tained. 
In dragging roads 
only 
a 
small 
amount of earth is moved, just enough 
to fill the ruts and depressions with 
a thin layer or plastic clay or earth 
which packs very hard so that the 
next rain instead of finding ruts, de- 
pressions and clots in which to collect 
runs off, leaving the surface but little 
affected. 
The drag should be light and should 
be drawn over the road at an angle of 
about 45 degrees. 
The driver should 
ride on the drag and should not drive 
faster'than a-walk. One round trip, 
each trip straddling a wheel track, is 
usually sufficient to fill the ruts and 
smooth the surface. 
If 
necessary 
the road should be dragged after every 
bad spell of weather, when the soil is 
in proper conditian to pudle well and 
still not adhere to the drag. If the 
road is very bad, it may be dragged 
when very wet and again when it be- 
gins to dry out. A few trips over the 
road will give the operator an idea as 
to the bast time to drag. Drag at all. - 
seasons, but do not drag a dry road.

Question: Dear sir, I have 
some 
alfalfa standing at least a foot high. 
Shall 1 cut the fourth crop from it? 
1 have already had three this season. 
Or shall I pasture it? 
I have been 
thinking of turning my cows in to 
pasture it. • 
Answer: It will not do to cut al- 
felfa now. It should be at least a foot 
high when winter sets in and if cut 
now it would be likely i*j make much 
growth after this and would winter 
kill; so .if you want to get crops from 
it next year do not cut now. As a 
rule alfalfa should not be cut after 
Sept. 10, in the corn belt. It is not 
safe .either, to turn your cows in to 
pasture on alfalfa. It aoes not stand 
grazing at any time of the year, and 
such a course would likely result in 
the loss of your cows, for it is quite 
likely to cause bloat. 
Experiments 
have shown that while alfalfa makes 
excellent pasture for pigs, it is not to 
be recommended for cattle.

England and her allies have 62 armored cruisers; Germany and Austria 12.
